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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. This action is responsive to an amendment filed 1 1/4/04. Claims 1-29 are pending. 


Response to Arguments 
2. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/4/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding Applicant's argument that Bonomi does not disclose a system in which a 
schedule or interactive program guide lists (a) television programs available for viewing and 
recording as well as (b) previously recorded television programs available for time-shifted 
viewing, the Examiner points out that the Bonomi figures cited by Applicant (i.e.: 15C and 16C) 
clearly illustrate both of these features. AppHcant argues that a user must first select a vault 
button to list the recorded programs. There is no recitation in the claimed invention that 
precludes the user selecting an option to display various schedule listings or recorded program 
listings. Further, Applicant argues that the system of Bonomi is more complicated than the 
claimed invention as it does not provide the previously recorded programming through the same 
schedule listing as live programming. The Examiner points out that Applicant's suggestion that 
the recorded programming and the television programming available for viewing and recording 
are available on the same display screen at the same time is not disclosed by the language of 
Applicant's claims. The EPG of Bonomi teaches the display of both programs available for 
viewing and recording as well as previously recorded programs, albeit on different display 
screens of the same EPG. However, these different screens of the same EPG clearly read on the 
schedule listing of the claimed invention.
